Poll: Emanuel has double-digit lead on Garcia 

Mayor Rahm Emanuel has opened up a double-digit lead on challenger Jesus 
“Chuy” Garcia, gaining support from a majority of voters for the first time in his 
bid for a second term, a new Chicago Tribune poll has found. 

The survey had Emanuel at 51 percent to 37 percent for Garcia with less 
than four weeks before the April 7 runoff election. Both candidates have 
gained around 5 percentage points since the first round of voting last month. 
Another 11 percent of voters remained undecided in the poll, which was con- 
ducted March 6 through Wednesday. tribune

Tlie first of three televised debates between 
Mayor Emanuel and his challenger Cook 
County Commissioner Jesus “Chu/’ Garcia is 
Monday on NBC 5, but competing for the at- 
tention of younger voters is tough with Millen- 
nials, who increasingly are turning their gaze 
from traditional networks and more toward 
streaming services such as Netflix, experts say 

The debates are part of the civic process 
that provide an opportunity for the viewers to 
watch the candidates sound off on the issues 
before the April 7 runoff election. While many 
may not watch it live, they could get a rundown 
of what happened afterward, particularly if a 
candidate makes a bold statement— or a major 
mistake— that is reported by news outlets and 
catches fire on social media, according to po- 
litical science professors. 

“Debates most matter if either candidate 
commits what’s known as a gaffe, which re- 
ally gets picked up by the news media and so- 
cial media and becomes its own meme,” said 
Zachary Cook, political science professor at 
DePaul University But not all faux pas result 
in a shift of voter support from one candidate 
to another, he said. 

Absent of a major blunder such as a got- 
cha moment or an insensitive remark, the 
televised mayoral debates likely would have a 
minimal impact and be far from “game chang- 
ers” for the election based on what presiden- 
tial debates have shown, political scientists 
said. While viewers still can learn about the 
candidates and their positions by tuning in 
to the debates, what’s more important is local 
media coverage of the debates, they said. 

“Only if something dramatic happens is any- 
thing going to truly change something,” said 
Jeffrey Hill, professor and chair of the political 
science at Northeastern Illinois University 

Viewership of the actual debate tends to be 
low like voter turnout— only 98,000 pairs of 
eyes watched the first debate with the crowd- 
ed field of Chicago mayoral candidates on a 
Feb. 4 forum on WTTW— but Chicagoans 
may read about a recap in the paper or come 
across it in social media feeds. 

Remember presidential candidate Mitt 
Romney’s comment about “binders full of 
women” during a debate in 2012 going viral? 
While it didn’t appear to budge polls, accord- 
ing to Cook, it became fodder for parody 
Twitter accounts and Facebook pages and 
even Halloween costumes. 

The people most likely to watch the debate 
are those who already know which candidate 
will get their vote while undecided voters are 
not as likely to take time to tune in, said Thom- 


as Holbrook, political science professor at the 
University of Wisconsin-Milwaukee. The least 
likely group is young people, he said. That’s be- 
cause they tend to get their programming else- 
where and they’re less likely to vote. 

Overall voter turnout for the Feb. 24 city 
election was 34 percent, or 483,700 of the 
1.4 million registered voters in Chicago. The 
turnout rate for registered voters ages 18 to 24 
was 12.2 percent, according to election data. 

When it comes to TV viewing habits, a Har- 
ris poll last year showed the number of Millen- 
nials who prefer watching shows via streaming 
services had grown from 41 percent to 47 per- 
cent— the highest of any generation— in two 
years while traditional TV watching including 
live broadcast, DVR recording or cable ser- 
vice declined from 77 percent to 68 percent. 
Popular streaming services like Netflix and 
Hulu tend to offer content users can order on 
demand, not local news options. 

“They don’t watch network news at all,” 
said Michael Niederman, chairman of the TV 


department at Columbia College Chicago. 
Tbung adults get their news through Tbu- 
Tube and aggregate sites such as Reddit and 
BuzzFeed, he said. 

The debates leading up to the February 
election featured similar questions and re- 
sponses and covered very little new ground. 
It’s possible more of the same can happen in 
this next round. 

“If that’s the case, they really won’t have 
much of an impact at all,” Holbrook said. 

Now, the field has been narrowed down 
from five candidates to two experienced 
politicians in a nonpartisan race unlike when 
Democrat and Republican presidential candi- 
dates are sparring on TV. 

“I wouldn’t expect things to change a lot, 
but neither candidate can go into it assuming 
that’s going to happen,” Holbrook said. 

The debates can level the playing field for 
the candidates by allowing each one to make 
his case to voters, getting publicity and offer- 
ing a chance for rebuttals, which ads don’t af- 


ford. Emanuel, with a hefty campaign chest, 
has aired a few TV ads since he was forced 
into a runoff but Garcia hasn’t yet. 

“It’s free media. Otherwise to reach this 
wide of an audience, they’d have to pay for it,” 
Hill said. 

Meanwhile, viewers may be looking for 
evidence of things they’re wondering about 
or if the candidates’ criticisms are confirmed, 
experts said, such as whether Garcia is compe- 
tent and provides specifics or if Emanuel is em- 
pathetic and connects with everyday people. 

Those who have been paying attention to 
the mayoral campaign from the beginning 
probably will learn little from the debates 
but it is a resource for conscientious voters to 
learn basic things about them. Cook said. 

“I encourage all young voters out there to 
tune into one of the three. This election mat- 
ters as much, if not more, to them if they plan 
on living in Chicago in the future and they’ll 
learn something,” Cook said.

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People listening to the 
iconic jam band are a lot 
younger than you think

For many who aren’t too familiar with the 
Grateful Dead or its hardcore fans— lovingly 
known as Deadheads— it’s easy to imagine a 
bunch of hippies congregating for some free- 
loving, granola-eating and whatever reductive 
stereotype you can think up. However, fans 
of the Grateful Dead in 2015 aren’t a singular 
bunch. Sure, they all have in common a 
passionate love for the iconic, classic rock 
jam band— which will play a sold-out series 
of 50th anniversary concerts in Chicago 
in July — along with a love for community 
and “the vibe.” But Deadheads come from 
different backgrounds and hold wildly 
different jobs. Look out, Chicago, because 
they’re everywhere. 

Carmel O’Farrell, 29, 
of Kenosha, Wis. 

Not exactly the first person you’d imagine 
being a bonafide Deadhead, O’Farrell is 
a nuclear medicine technologist. She said 
she’s seen Chicago jam band Umphrey’s 


McGee— a band she describes as “like the 
Dead, not in terms of music, but the culture 
is similar”— live “105 or maybe 106” times. 

She recalls getting into the Dead in 2004 
when the band headlined Bonnaroo. There 
she was introduced to “the vibe,” a vibrant, 
nonjudgmental community that focuses 
on enjoying music and having a good time. 
Then, as a college student, she took full 
advantage of the Dead’s online live database 
because “free music for a college student was 
a really big deal. And this was before Spotify!” 
Unfortunately due to scalpers, O’Farrell isn’t 
going to the band’s farewell stint in Chicago. 
She’s bummed, because “with a band like the 
Grateful Dead, many of us fans want to go 
all three days because we want to take in the 
whole experience.” 


Jordan Feffer, 26, of 
Chicago’s Gold Coast 

Feffer is going all three days of the July 
concerts because his co-worker is a Bears 
season-ticket holder and managed to get 
dibs on some pre-sale seats. He works as a 
lawyer (again, not your expected Deadhead 
profession) and talks gleefully about hearing 
the Dead’s classic 1970 album, ‘American 
Beauty” for the first time from his parent’s 
record collection. He said he’s seen Phish 
31 times and is excited to see that band’s 
frontman Trey Anastasio take the late Jerry 
Garcia’s place for the historic three-night 
stint at Soldier Field. The event has a personal 
element for Feffer, as his parents saw the 
band’s final shows with Jerry Garcia in 1995 at 
Soldier Field. In July he’ll take his dad to the 


final night and said, “It’s cool I’ll be able to 
share that experience with him.” 

Chris Greene, 41, of Deerfield 

While a bit older, Greene shares the same 
youthful enthusiasm as the other two 
Deadheads. He’s the only one interviewed 
who managed to see Garcia perform with 
the band while he was still alive, first in 
1989 with his older sister. He recalled, “My 
parents were {baby} boomers, so there was 
’60s music playing all the time.” He’s going 
to all three shows because, luckily for him, 
he’s a Bears season ticket holder. He joked, 
“Being able to see the Dead is the only 
reward for such a crappy season.” When he’s 
not working as a manager at a manufacturing 
company, Greene is seeing live music, and 
he’s especially excited to catch U2 and Foo 
Fighters this summer. He speaks fondly of 
seeing the first years of Lollapalooza but now 
jokes about how he’s “become a snob and will 
only go with VIP tickets.” 

When asked how a non-fan should get into 
the Dead, Greene said, “The easiest way is 
to have a friend ease you into them. It’s very 
intimidating from the outside.” He laughed 
and added, “Loving the Grateful Dead is a 
cult, but in the best way possible.”

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As ‘Deadheads’ flock to city, landlords 
and condo boards on high Airbnb aiert

Heads-up, Chicago renters and condo dwell- 
ers: Your building managers know The 
Grateful Dead “Deadheads” are descending 
on Chicago in July, and they’ll be watching 
who’s going in and out of your building with 
suitcases. 

The rise of Airbnb and similar online 
room-sharing services in Chicago— particu- 
larly during the summer months — already 
has apartment high-rises and condominium 
associations clamping down on scofflaws. 

More vigilance is coming, now that many 
downtown Chicago hotels are sold out dur- 
ing the Grateful Dead’s 50th anniversary 
concerts July 3-5, and steep rates are attached 
to the hotel rooms still available. 

“Events like the Fourth of July holiday, 
there are going to be a lot of people in town 
that don’t necessarily have a place to stay,” 
said Michael Mini, executive vice president 
of the Chicagoland Apartment Association. 

“The Grateful Dead is a good example, 
but this problem erupts every summer,” said 
David Sugar, a partner at Arnstein & Lehr 
and co-chair of the firm’s condominium law 
group. 

Airbnb last month began collecting and 
remitting hotel taxes in Chicago, and the 
city has a vacation-licensing procedure for 
people who want to rent even part of their 
apartments, condominiums or single-family 
homes. But most hosts offering their couch- 
es, spare bedrooms and entire units for rent 
do it under the radar by not putting their ex- 
act address in listings, using fake names and 
meeting visitors off-site to exchange keys. 

Building managers are starting to catch 
on, and they’re trying to protect the air of 
exclusivity of their buildings but also from 
a legal liability for both occupant and the 
building if something goes horribly wrong. 

As a result, managers and other building 


employees are regularly checking room- 
sharing websites. In some cases, the loca- 
tions are obvious from the map or from pho- 
tos of rooftop pools and gym facilities. 

The presence of lodgers can be particular- 
ly difficult to spot in smaller buildings with 
no doormen or security cameras. In some 
of those instances, neighbors act as whistle- 
blowers to their management companies 
and city officials. 

The city is exploring ways to boost com- 
pliance with city laws but “we also rely on 
citizen complaints and encourage residents 
to report any illegal vacation rentals,” said 
Mika Stambaugh, a spokeswoman with the 
city’s department of business affairs and con- 
sumer protection. 

Rarely are these rentals permitted by 
buildings, regardless of whether a city li- 
cense is sought. 

The city’s landlord-tenant ordinance does 
allow renters to sublease their apartments 
under certain conditions, and with proper 
management approval. But in those cases, 
leasing offices require people to undergo the 
same screening process as every tenant. It isn’t 
a process they’d go through— or permit— for 
someone’s weekend visit to Chicago. 

Some building leases also specify that resi- 
dents can’t operate businesses out of their 
apartments. 

Buildings handle lease violations differ- 
ently, but generally if a unit is found on Airb- 
nb, managers notify the tenant and ask them 
to take down the listing. If a tenant does not 
comply, a lawyer may send a cease-and-desist 
letter. 

“They are making money off of it,” said 
Emily Carnes, leasing supervisor at Atwater 
Apartments. “It’s not fair to the tenants. 
They’re coming in and out and you can’t 
screen. You don’t know who this Joe Schmoe 
is next door.”

Emanuel to Rauner: Don’t 
slash 606 , park spending

Mayor Emanuel last week urged Gov Rauner 
to reverse his decision to freeze state grants— a 
move that puts nearly 30 Chicago park proj- 
ects that are either planned or under construc- 
tion into jeopardy including the two parks that 
would bookend the highly anticipated Bloom- 
ingdale Trail. 

“Governor Rauner’s decision to suspend 
grants for new parks across Chicago and the 
rest of the state will hurt every child who wants 
to swing on a swing set or play on the monkey 
bars, and a slight to every parent who wants 
their child to have a safe, community-oriented 
place to enjoy” Emanuel was quoted as saying 
in a news release issued by his office. 

Loss of the state grants would impact the 
expansion ofWalsh Park located at the eastern 
end of Bloomingdale Trail— officially called 
The 606 — to include a wheel-friendly plaza, 
new playground equipment, a water spray fea- 
ture and a fitness zone, said Beth White, direc- 
tor of the Chicago region office of the Trust for 
Public Land, in a statement. Last year, former 
Gov Pat Quinn announced a $1.4 million state 
grant to expand Walsh Park. 

It also would affect acquisition of the former 
Magid Glove factory which is supposed to be 
the site of a four-acre park at the western end 
of the rails-to-trails project that slices through 
the Northwest Side. 

However, the decision won’t affect the 


opening of the first phase of The 606 in June as 
planned. White said. 

“We understand the due diligence process. 
But, we feel confident that, once the state 
has done the research on the positive impact 
of these kinds of investments, the/U restore 
these dollars promptly” she said. 

There is no timeline for when the state 
grants, which are suspended pending further 
review by the governor’s office, wiU be recon- 
sidered, according to the Illinois Department 
of Natural Resources. 

In a statement, Rauner’s office pointed to 
the state’s financial crisis. 

“Many state programs are running out of 
money because majority party legislators 
knowingly voted for a budget that intention- 
ally left our state with a $1.6 billion hole. The 
child care assistance program is already out of 
state money and state prisons soon won’t have 
funds to make payroll,” the statement said. 

Among the 27 park projects that could lose 
$28 million in state grants unless that funding 
is restored are the renovation of the South 
Shore Cultural Center, which was set to start 
construction in the spring, and the develop- 
ment of Big Marsh, which features space for 
hiking, fishing and adventure courses on the 
southeast side. 

The city still is evaluating the situation to 
determine its next steps.

20-year-old charged in 
Ferguson cop shootings 


CLAYTON, Mo. A 20 -year-old man charged Sun- 
day with shooting two police officers watching 
over a demonstration outside the Ferguson 
Police Department had attended a protest 
there earlier that night but told investigators 
he wasn’t targeting the officers, authorities said. 

St. Louis County Prosecutor Robert Mc- 
Culloch said suspect Jeffrey Williams told au- 
thorities he was firing at someone with whom 
he was in a dispute. 

“We’re not sure we completely buy that part 
of it,” McCulloch said, adding that there might 
have been other people in a vehicle Williams is 
accused of firing from. 


Williams is charged with two counts of first- 
degree assault, one count of firing a weapon 
from a vehicle and three counts of armed crimi- 
nal action. McCulloch said the investigation is 
ongoing. 

The police officers were shot early Thursday 
as a late-night demonstration began to break 
up following the resignation of Ferguson Police 
Chief Tom Jackson in the wake of a Justice De- 
partment report that found widespread racial 
bias in the police department. 

Williams, who St. Louis County Police 
Chief Jon Belmar said is black, is being held on 
$300,000 bond.

JRW asks churchgoers for help 


Members of the Jackie Robinson West base- 
ball team on Sunday promoted a letter-writ- 
ing campaign aimed at restoring their Little 
League U.S. championship, enlisting the sup- 
port of the Rev Michael Pfleger during an ap- 
pearance at St. Sabina Catholic Church. 

Pfleger praised the team during his sermon 
at a midday service, and team members asked 
the congregation to send letters to Little 
League International requesting a restoration 
of the title that was revoked in February be- 
cause of boundary violations. 

“They need to know they are not alone,” 
Pfleger said. “We’re with them, and we’re go- 
ing to fight with them, and we’re going to con- 
tinue to fight.” 


Pfleger had pre-printed letters distributed 
to church members during the offering. 

“What was done to the Jackie Robinson 
boys was racism,” Pfleger said. “They made it 
to the top of the nation and people got mad. 
... They are not going to rob this from them. 
They will not tear down our young black boys 
when they make it to the top.” 

Church members waved copies of the let- 
ter in the air and chanted, “Still champions! 
Still champions!” as team members, dressed in 
their yellow jerseys, stood before the crowd. 

The team began the letter-writing cam- 
paign late last week and is attending several 
churches in the city in hopes others will sign 
the letter and send it to the league office.
